Being in this condition on the 
goth Odtober, and hogfheads of fugar, and puncheons of 
ram floating through the hold, and the water increafing to} 
an amazing height fo as to reach the beams, all hands en- | 
gaged themfelves fore and aft in getting down the yards fo | 
as to form a raft, for the prefervation of their lives, At 
nine o’clock, A. M, cutaway the main and mizen mafis ; 
and the fhip fettling down fat under water, the hands | 
particularly engaged chemfelves in making the raft, the wa- | 
ter was by this time nearly over the lower deck. Oéo- 
ber gift cut away both anchors from the bows; at 3 P. 
M, employed in cutting away the fore-matt, but were 
obliged to defift, by the water's coming in upon deck ; 
the raft was launched, and all hands got upon it, except 
the captain---the veifel went down in five minutes after the 
launching of the raft, the capiain jumping over the flern 
and fwimming to the raft, fn this deplorable fituation, 
and having nothing but two gallons of rum, and fix gal. 
lons of water, and a fmall quantity of bread on the raft, 
we Committed ourlélves to the mercy of God; the fea 
continually wathing over us, and fharks and dolphins play- 
ing round us; thunder and lightning, with heavy rains 
whilft on the raft; feveral perfons ligit-headed--.difter be- 
ing Ax days inthis condition, we were picked up on the 
5th inft. by the {chooner Experiment, Capt, Ifaac Field, 
of Baltimore, who treated us with the greateh kindnefs, 
and of which we fhall ever entertain a fenfe of the highet 
gratitude, During the time of ovr being on the raft, each 
man was allowanced to onc gill of water per day.
